The driver of a vehicle in- 
volved in a fatal accident two 
weeks ago in Sumpter Township 
will be given a citation for driv- 
ing under the influence of alco- 
hol, Sumpter Township Police 
said yesterday. 

The youth involved, age 17, 
was behind the wheel of a vehicle 
that overturned in a ditch at 
Arkona and Haggerty in the ear- 
ly morning hours of November 4 . 
The crash resulted in the death of 
John Peay, a 15-year-old from 
New Boston. 

At the time of the crash, it was 
determined that the driver and 
his five passengers had con- 
sumed three fifth-sized bottles of 
vodka prior to the mishap. Police 
sought a warrant against the 


driver for negligent homicide, 
but it was turned down on 
Monday. 

“We presented the case to the 
prosecutor, but he denied the 
warrant,’’ said Sumpter Police 
Corporal Wanda Elden. “There- 
fore, the driver will be issued the 
citation for driving under the in- 
fluence, and the case is closed.” 

Police also have had little luck 
finding out how the young people 
got the alcohol in the first place. 

“We had conflicting state- 
ments from the passengers in the 
car,” said Elden. “At first, they 
mentioned one local market as 
the place where the liquor was 
bought. When we checked it out. 
we found that the store was not 
open that early in the morning, 
and that they did not carry the 
brand of luquor that was found.' 
police said.

Prosecutor won’t 
charge driver 
of fatal accident 


Her first week in office, Romu- 
lus’ new mayor has done "lots of 
listening, exploring of possibili- 
ties and examining of prog- 
rams" in her 12 to 14 hour days on 
the job. 

She’s currently making deci- 
sions on which department heads 
will stay — or go — and honing up 
on the intricacies of the Wick 
Sewer Project. 

But what really has Beverly 
McAnally nervous is anticipat- 
ing the first wedding ceremony 
she will, as mayor, perform. 

“It’s on December 3,” she said 
at a Tuesday morning telephone 
interview. "I’m glad I don’t have 
to guarantee results. I haven’t 
even had time to look over wed- 
ding ceremonies.” 

Before the wedding date. 
Mayor McAnally must review 
the status of the 10 Romulus de- 
partment heads. (Departments 
include public works, ordi- 
nances, building, recreation, and 
community planning.) 

Under city charter require- 
ments, the mayor must reap- 
pointor automatically terminate 
the department heads’ positions 
by December 1. 

“I’m in the process of making 
those decisions right now , ” Me A- 
nally said. 

“I don’t want to be affected by 
the political campaign in making 
my decision.’ she emphasized. 
“The city charter wisely allowed 
two or three weeks (after the 
elections) for the appoint- 
ments.” 

But the new mayor acknow- 
ledged that "compatibility” was 


the single most important 
criteria for appointing the heads. 

She also said that at Tuesday 
night’s council meeting she 
would recommend a new city 
attorney and engineer. The law 
firm she named is Berry, Hop- 
son. Francis, Mack, and Siefman 
of Detroit. Orchard. Hiltz, and 
McCliment, Inc. of Livonia is the 
engineering firm she’ll recom- 
mend.

Getting the “players in place" 
needs to be accomplished , before 
she can go ahead with issues 
such as the Wick Sewer Project. 
“I’m going to be pursuing that 
pretty vigorously.” she said. 
“That sewer’s not doing anyone 
any good lying on the ground.” 

Making the city commissions 
more viable is another goal in 
her first year in office, she said. 
“We’re paying them,” she said, 
“and I want to see that we exer- 
cise them to do what they should 
be doing.” 

McAnally hopes to “enhance 
effectiveness” of the police de- 
partment by working closely 
with the fire, police, and safety 
commission. 



“That commission has prop- 
osed by-laws but they haven’t 
been adopted by city council,” 
she said. “I want to work with 
them on that. We need to take 
neighborhood politics out of the 
realm of the police. 

"I don't want to elaborate on 
this until I’ve discussed it with 
the commission," she added. 

Working closely with the re- 
creation commission will also be 
a priority . “For example, I d like 
to get some activities going for 
young adults,” she said. 
“There’s next to nothing now if 
you don’t play softball." 

But the next month or two will 
consist in large part of “im- 
formation dissemination. You 
have to know and understand be- 
fore you can implement,” she 
said. 

‘ ‘I only wish there were 52 hour 
days. Even 48 would help," 
added the mayor who takes her 
work home with her those nights 
she doesn’t have meetings. 

And, though she sees her next 
few weeks as being as hectic as 
her first, Romulus’s first woman 
mayor says she’s enjoying the 
job. 

“It ’s a good feeling to be here,” 
she said. “I intend to do what I 
promised to do. benefit the peo- 
ple who live here.” 

“Now, if I can only make time 
to plan for that wedding. . ."

“YVe certainly understand 
the need to run for more 
monev to run our schools 


We are certainly aware that 
times are bad as we have not 
had a raise for over three 
years and a lot of our families 
have been out of work 

“And we are getting tired of 
listening to our children re- 
port that, “What I learned in 
school today was how bad it is 
for our teachers.”

Romulus residents had an 
opportunity to raise funds for 
the schools on Nov 8 when 
they were asked to approve 
millage proposals for 7.5 mills 
that was earmarked for 
school operations and repairs 
The voters rejected both mil-

In th i meantime, the Romu- 
lus Education .Association has 
asked the courts to return the 
22 percent rollback The REA 
is arguing that their group and 
the Romulus School Board has 
signed contracts and the roll- 
back violated that contract 

The two parties are await- 
ing a court decision on that 
question

The township also received an 
$80,000 for housing rehabilita- 
tion. 

Belleville will use part of its 
$132,537 to hire a temporary code 
enforcement officer, said Belle- 
ville City Manager Frank Pas- 
carella. 

“There’s been an upsurge of 
complaints about upholding city 
ordinances,” Pascarella said. 
“This should help us crack down 
on the violations.” 

The code enforcement officer 
will handle problems ranging 
from uncollected rubbish to 
noisy neighborhood dogs, Pas- 
carella said . There;s no one ma- 
jor issue he or she will work on. 
Just a lot of little things,” the city 
manager said. 

The individual would be paid 
$5.50 an hour for approximately 
eight months work.

velopment block grant program 
in Wayne County. 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners recently 
approved some S7 million to be 
divided among 32 Wayne County 
communities. For the first time 
since the program s inception in 
1975. approximately $2 million 
was provided for temporary, 
federally-funded jobs for com- 
munity residents. 

While most of the money was 
channeled to the communities in 
August, final approval was 
needed to get many of the HUD 
construction projects off the 
ground, say block grant adminis- 
trators. 

Sumpter Township’s $236,774 
means the township can proceed 
with a badly needed storm drain- 
age clean-up project, according 
to Township Supervisor Jim 
Reeves. 

‘ Some of those storm drains 
haven’t been cleaned in about 50 
years,” said Reeves. “This 
means some welcome relief for 

us.” 

township, the approximately 15 
drainage ditches handle rain 
runoffs in severe storms. Reeves 
noted 

* When storms come, these 
drains are all closed up. ” Reeves 
said That ’s one reason we have 
a big problem with flooding.”

It's a different approach than 
most of the communities are us- 
ing.” said Township Treasurer 
Donna Hall Instead of hiring a 
lot of temporary workers for a 
short term project, we helped put 
three persons on the Coca Cola 
payroll permanently ” 
the positions were for full- 
time employment in different 
capacities. Hall said Township 
money covered the cost of in- 
house training, equipment, pre- 
paration. and transportation. 

Of the township’s remaining 
funds, $45,000 went to pave old 
Tyler Road.

All communities participating 
in the block grant program re- 
ceive a base amount determined 
by population Communities 
with a population of under 10.000 
receive $80,000. said Terry Jar- 
vis. community development 
coordinator for Wavne County. 

Additional funds are obtained 
by competitive bidding for grant 
money, Jarvis added 

Funding levels have remained 
consistent since 1978. Jarvis 
noted.

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Explorer among first in area 

Search is on to find LaSalle statue

Wanted: (new or used) a sta- 
tue of Robert LaSalle, the 
famous 17th century explorer 
who adventured through Belle- 
ville in the spring of 1680 To be 
erected at Liberty Bell Park (be- 
tween Denton and Belleville 
Road) where the history making 
traveler can look down at cur- 
rent visitors to the city. 

For more information, con- 
tact Park Gregory, Belleville’s 
Commissioner of Parks 

The above ad hasn’t yet 
appeared in The Belleville En- 
terprise or the Romulus Roman 
but then the Great Statue Search 
is just beginning. 

“I’m hoping that someone 
around here will find some- 
thing,” said Gregory. 

‘“If we can’t get a full statue, a 


bust will do. We’re not fussy.” 
Gregory added. 

The statue would be the city's 
first. -LaSalle deserves it,” 
Gregory said. “He’s probably 
the most famous visitor to come 
our wav.” 

“There may have been well- 
known visitors in modern times, 
politicians and such, but no one 
to compare with him.” Gregory 
emphasized. “You wouldn’t, for 
example, put up a statue of 
Hubert Humphrey.” 

Erecting a statue of LaSalle 
has long been a hope of the park 
commissioner But he waited to 
mount his campaign because the 
city council only recently de- 
clared the tiny section of land ( at 
Liberty and Belleville, and De- 
nton and Belleville ) to be official- 
ly designated Liberty Bell Park. 


La Salle’s journey through Bel- 
leville was part of an adventure 
filled agenda back in 1680 He 
was returning to Fort Frontenac 
in Quebec after establishing a 
fort at the mouth of the St Joseph 
River on Lake Michigan. 

“He kept a log on his travels,” 
Gregory said. “And he wrote 


that he picked up the Huron 
River in Ann Arbor and followed 
it through Lake Erie to Quebec.” 

“He went right through Belle- 
ville Lake. The spot where his 
statue would be is probably as 


close to the city as LaSalle ever 
got.” 

In 1682, the French adventurer 
claimed all the land drained by 
the Mississippi for King Louis IV 
of France and named it 
Louisiana. In a thoughtful move 
more than 125 years later, the 
United States doubled its size 


through the “Louisiana 
Purchase.” 

Today. LaSalle stands out as 
one of the “glamour explorers,” 
according to Gregory. 
“Although he’s as famous for his 


death as his discoveries.” Greg- 
ory added, explaining that the 
explorer was murdered by his 
own men in 1687 while searching 
for the mouth of the Mississippi 

“La Salle was setting out lor 
Canada for supplies, but his men 
were tired of starving to death. 
They set upon him and killed 
him.” 

Gregory’s search for a statue 
may be much easier than any of 
the explorer’s own quests. “The 
interesting thing is that there’s 
no description of La Salle, or any 
portrait painted of him. So what 
we re looking for is a statue of 
any male before 1700.” 

Gregory had hoped, he said 
with regret, to obtain a statue of 
La Salle that used to be on dis- 
play at the old Detroit City Hall, 
torn down in the 1950s 


For years, that statue was 
stored at the basement of the De- 
troit Historical Museum.” Greg- 
ory said Then I went and 
checked for it last spring. But it 
is now at Wayne State.” 

The park commission hasn’t 
yet started fund raising efforts. 
“We’re sending out feelers now. 
seeing what we can come up 
with,” Gregory said. “We’re just 
at the start of the search.”

Where do we go 
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from here?

Landfills . . . Taxes . . . Pollution . . 

Everyone has an opinion on them . No one wants landfills literally in 
their backyards for fear of toxic waste dumping. No one wants higher 
taxes. And everyone wants clean air and pure water 
For residents in the five communities of the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority they are issues that must be faced in the very 
near future. 

The authority has been in existence for almost 30 years, disposing 
of the garbage of its members — Wayne, Westland, Inkster, Garden 
City and Dearborn Heights. Until last December the refuse was 
disposed of by incineration , with the ash dumped in an old silica sand 
quarry in Huron Township. 

The authority was formed in the 1950s, when Western Wayne Coun- 
ty was in the midst of tremendous growth. A fear that landfills would 
be filled up within 10 to 15 years and a trend in the state to an 
alternative lead the cities through a bond issue to construct an incin- 
eration plant at Avondale and Inkster roads in Dearborn Heights. 
The facility had two furnaces and cost $3.1 million. Less than nine 
years later the authority bonded for another $3 million to add a third 
furnace. Business was booming, but there were problems. 

While the facility shifted out metals for recycling, generating 
$100,000 in additional revenue, and reduced thousands of tons of 
garbage to ash. the billowing steam clouds that came from the three 
smoke stacks contained too much dust. 

Under orders from the federal government to reduce the dust 
content of the steam and facing a Dec. 31, 1982 deadline to comply 
with the Clean Air Act, the authority shut down the furnaces and 
literally became a refuse transfer site, accepting garbage from its 
member communities, transfering it to larger trucks and shipping it 
to the Woodland Meadows landfill in Canton Township. 

The authority would like to get back into the business of burning 
refuse, but that will take another bond issue of $6 million to add 
electrostatic precipitators to the furnaces to filter out the pollutants. 

Wallace Arrowsmith, Wayne’s representative to the authority 
Board of Directors, stands firmly behind the idea of incinerating 
refuse, a theory that was popular in the 50s, but let go as the result 
of lack of enforcement on the part of the state and country. 

“Incineration was what they said should be done, but then they 
walked away from it,” Arrowsmith noted. “It’s nothing more than 
pure neglect through the years that has brought about this mess. 
Now we’re aiding in this contamination . Everyone of those landfills is 
going to end up poluting the ground and water.” 

Richard Bauser, executive director of the authority, agrees with 
Arrowsmith , lamenting the fact that a majority of the plant is sitting 
idle today. 

“I firmly believe that solid waste should be burned so it never 
comes back to haunt us he said . “You don ’ t want to put your trash in 
the ground so that it comes back and haunts your children do you?” 

The problem the authority faces is getting the member communi- 
ties to agree to the bond issue. Arrowsmith and Bauser admit that 
there is opposition to new taxes, but claim the $3 to $4 per person that 
the improvements will cost is cheap in comparison to the pollution 
seeping out of landfills into the ground and water. 

Incineration reduces one tone of rubbish to 8 percent by volume. In 
short, 1000 yards of garbage, when burned in the furnaces at 1.400 
degrees, is reduced to just eight yards of ash. The residue is primari- 
ly metal, most of which is reclaimed. 

According to Bauser, the ash that had to be produced at the plant 
was such that when dumped in the sand quarry it served as a filter for 
nonpotable ground water. 

"We have to drain the quarry," explained Bauser, “and the water 
we’re pumping out is better than what’s going in.” 

Although nothing on the re-opening of the incinerator has been 
presented to the five communities formally . Bauser and Arrowsmith 
realize the problem with those city officials is the money. 

The $6 million is almost as much as the original plant and addition 
cost, but far less than building a whole new facility that now carries a 
price tag of 160 million. The authority needs the pledge of the member 
communities of their full faith and credit for the bonding. Once it has 
that . it will be another two years before the incinerator will be back in 
business. 

“We ended up with the best incinerator in the country in 1964,” 
Arrowsmith said. “It was still the best run and cleanest inside and out 
when we were shut down last year.” 

“Because of this plant people have had 19 years of someplace to put 
their trash,” Bauser added. “We started using the quarry in 1967, and 
we still have another 15 to 20 years of use there. There’s still too much 
life left in this plant to do the job it should be doing." 

“As the number of landfills decrease, it will cost the people more, 
simply because they ’ll need more trucks to haul it farther. The land- 
fills of old were on bad pieces of land ; now they ’re on good pieces of 
land." 

It is uncertain how quickly the member communities will move on 
the request for additional bonding, but Arrowsmith and Bauser be- 
lieve that if residents of the communities know where their rubbish is 
going they will bring pressure on their respective city councils to 
approve the funding 

They believe that is true especially in the City of Wayne, where 
residents were vocal about the expansion of the Woodland Meadows 
landfill across the street in Canton Township, an expansion site 
which now receives their garbage by way of the sanitation authority 
“This is a problem that won t go away,” Arrowsmith said We 
have to believe that they (residents) will give support for us to go 
back into operation. We won’t pollute the ground. We won’t pollute 
the water. We won’t pollute air."

County, PCHA discuss WCGH purchase 


Wayne County has begun sending out layoff notices to the 1.026 
employes of Wayne County General Hospital in anticipation of its 
safe to a suburban health care organization. 

County officials have been meeting with representatives of the 
Peoples Community Hospital Authority (PCHA) for about three 
weeks to discuss the possible sale of the hospital to the group 

According to Bill Johnson of the county’s department of public 
information, the county had hoped to make a definitive statement on 
the sale yesterday, possibly the announcement of reaching a purch- 
ase agreement between the county and PCHA. 

However, Maureen S. Camps, director of community relations for 
PCHA, while acknowledging that the authority “had been 
approached by the county to purchase the hospital,” noted that dis- 
cussion of such an agreement would be premature. 

“We’re not saying anything right now other than there are serious 
negotiations taking place,” she said in an interview Tuesday. “There 
are no substantive details available, so there’s really nothing to 
discuss." 

The county has actively been seeking a buyer for the deficit-ridden 
hospital and had hoped that the University of Michigan would purch- 
ase it. However, that appears unlikely as the result of problems the 
university had with the staff levels of the facility, leaving the feeling 
that "the cost of operating the hospital would be too expensive,” 
Johnson noted. 

Apparently, the county had set a price tag of $30 million on the 
facility, and according to Johnson, it probably will get about $25 
million for it. The county would like to conclude negotiations and 
have a signed agreement by Nov. 30, the end of its fiscal year, and 
wrap up the entire transaction within 60 days. 

“We would prefer the University of Michigan would purchase the 
hospital because it would have less of an impact on employees." he 
explained. “It appears PCHA will require less personnel, meaning 
more of a reduction in the work force.” 

The county has been attempting to sell the hospital since an 
announcement earlier this year by County Executive William Lucas 
that because of the facility’s $14 million he would either sell it or close 
it. 

His announcement has drawn heavy criticism from out-county 
residents who fear a loss of health care for the indigent, if the facility 
were closed or sold to a private concern. 

"First and foremost in our negotiations is the care of the indigent,” 
Johnson explained. “Second is the impact on employees and third 
budgetary concerns.

A plan to rescind hospital 
layoffs was considered by the 
Wayne County Commission last 
week but failed 6-5, a vote reflect- 
ing disagreement among com- 
missioners on boundaries of leg- 
islative-executive authority. 

Even if it had succeeded, it is 
unclear whether such a vote by 
the Commission would be a bind- 
ing decision. 

The Commission voted on the 
proposal Nov. 17, the day of 
announcement that County Ex- 
ecutive William Lucas had 
issued layoff notices to about 
1.000 employees of County 
General Hospital which he is 
trying to sell. 

Jointly submitted by six out- 
commissioners, the proposed re- 
solution says Lucas acted “with- 
out lawful authority” and 
warned that such layoffs would 
close the facility to public use as 
well as generate potential mil- 
lions of dollars of damage 
against the County in unemploy- 
ment, pension, worker com- 
pensation and patient abuse 
claims. 

As proposed, the resolution 
would nullify the layoffs and 
mandate the Treasurer to con- 
tinue payroll and maintenance 
costs at the hospital Voting for 
the resolution were Commission 
Chairman William G Suzor . Kay 


“The county has subsidized the hospital to the tune of $14 million for 
medical care for the indigent. If we hadn't taken steps this July to 
trim those costs , we would be paying $38 million for indigent care this 
year.” 

Johnson was quick to add that only 6 percent of indigent medical 
care in the county is provided at the general hospital and that indi- 
gent care in and of itself has not been the problem rather third party 
subscribers. 

“We have had 50 percent non-reimbursement coupled with high 
employee costs,” he added. 

The county has been able to wrangle agreements from four hospit- 
als in Detroit , where most of the indigent care is provided . to provide 
indigent care on a contractual basis. The county pays up to $300 per 
patient day for those services. 

“We’re not saying anything right now, 
but there are serious discussions. Yes, we 
were approached by the county on the 
purchase of Wayne County General Hos - 
pita I/’

“What you have to remember is that Wayne County is the only 
county in the state that is mandated to pay for indigent care," John- 
son said. “The next four largest counties are not mandated and only 
pay $l'/ 2 million a year. 

“As it is all of Wayne County has had to pick up the cost of indigents, 
who primarily live iq the city of Detroit.” 

According to Johnson, indigent care is not solely confined to the 
county’s medical facility, that such treatment could be provided at 
the PCHA’s Annapolis Hospital in Wayne. 

“Annapolis Hospital knows that all it has to do is submit a bill,” he 
added. “The county has always paid its bills." 

Whether or not PCHA purchases the hospital . the final decision will 
be made by its Board of Directors, which represent its 28 Western 
Wayne County and Downriver communities. 

At present the discussions are being headed by PCHA executive 
director John Freysinger and members of his staff, with authoriza- 
tion for those discussions coming from the board's three-member 
Executive Committee

New effort to resolve library 
essential to Westland’s future 


There’s no better time than now for citizens 
and local officials to organize an effort to 
solve Westland’s library problem once and 
for all. 

First, we applaud the on-going efforts of 
library supporters and local officials to im- 
prove and expand services. We believe the 
key to solving our problem effectively, 
however, is the formation of a task force 
made up of city officials, civic organization 
leaders, library representatives, and citizens 
to spearhead the study of feasible options. We 
wholeheartedly endorse and lend our support 
to the task of firmly establishing library ser- 
vices in Westland. We believe that fostering 
the growth of knowledge is essential to main- 
taining a free society and rich community 
life. 

Westland officials are to be commended for 
their efforts this year to maintain financial 
support for libraries; the issue has been a 
matter of grave concern to city officials. Be- 
cause city revenue dropped and the cost of 
providing municipal services increased this 
year, Westland officials were forced to re- 
duce general fund expenditures for library 
support. 

Each year, Westland has contributed a por- 
tion of the operating expenses to libraries in 
neighboring communities which residents 
may use. The local press recently reported 
that Westland residents lost borrowing pri- 
vileges at libraries in Canton and Garden City 
as a result of the city’s reduction in library 
spending. Currently, we can only use the 
Wayne-Westland Library on Sims, and Livo- 
nia's two libraries. 

Westland citizens are demanding more lib- 
rary services, which is the most compelling 
reason we must develop a permanent solution 
to what has been a chronic problem. We must 
initiate decisive local action to guarantee lib- 
rary services in the future. 

As your Senator. I am proud to have spon- 
sored the Cooperative Library Act of 1977. 


This law created Michigan’s cooperative lib- 
rary system and provides a method for distri- 
buting state revenue to local libraries. One 
requirement of the law is that communities 
which are part of a cooperative library sys- 
tem must contribute the equivalent of three- 
tenths of a mill in local revenue in order for 
cooperative libraries to receive state aid. 
Currently, Westland is below the minimum 
local funding requirement of the Cooperative 
Library Act. 

Only because revenue contributed by other 
communities in the Wayne County Library 
system offset Westland’s shortage, has state 
aid not been reduced. What about next year? 

Which brings us back to the problem : What 
is the best policy for permanently providing 
the level of library services demanded by 
citizens of Westland? Many questions must 
be answered before a responsible decision 
can be made : Should the city continue contri- 
buting to neighboring libraries, or should 
Westland build its own library: If having our 
own library would best serve the public, 
should it be a new building, or could we reno- 
vate an existing structure? What is the best 
method of financing public library services in 
our city? Obviously, the problem cannot be 
solved overnight. 

We are confident the people of Westland 
can and will solve this problem. We have the 
abilities, resourcefulness, and motivation to 
adopt a new library service policy which will 
increase community culture now and in the 
future. Forming a special task force to syste- 
matically explore all policy options would be 
a decisive starting point.

Ex-Van Buren police chief 


wants to keep record straight 


This is addressed to Managing Editor Tom 
Mooradian s column and interview with the 
Van Buren Township Supervisor, the para- 
graphs concerning the handling of Police Re- 
ports and the statements: Many police re- 
ports were not sent to the State Police Compu- 
ter in Lansing, Citizens complaints were 
being taken by the State Police and Wayne 
County Sheriff and thirdly, 1981 Record Keep- 
ing. The previous administration's state- 
ments in these three areas was, and still is. in 
my opinion - pure unadulterated bull This 
1983 article carries overtones of the same rhe- 
toric. 

I retired as Chief of Police on December 1, 
1981. The records show that from January 1 
through November 1, 1981, a total of 5.019 
complaints were handled by the then all Part- 
Time Department. Of these complaints, ALL 
that were required by Law, were sent to the 
Michigan State Police Computer in Lansing. 

I personally prepared and initialed them, 
got them ready for mailing and then gave 
them to the Police Secretary, who in turn 
mailed them for me. This procedure had to be 
completed before the 10th of the month in 
compliance with the Law. 

1 brought the Michigan State Police 
Sergeant who had originally designed the 
Complaint Form (called LEMS) to instruct 
our Officers on the use and why of the Compu- 
ter Form Let me explain the significance of 
this: Code numbers are inserted on the top 
section of the form for Statistical Purposes.. 
Many Van Buren Officers had complained 
that ‘it was too much paperwork to fill in the 
numbers < required by law) but they did it. I 


left December 1st ... the New Police Comman- 
der took over and agreed with the Officers - 
too much paperwork - so he simply threw the 
forms out. 3 months after I left, having not 
received the paperwork, the State informed 
the Van Buren Police Department to prepare 
and submit them for that period. 

In 1981 Van Buren Township was an unin- 
corporated area. I always worked closely 
with the Michigan State Police, the Wayne 
County Sheriff and local agencies. With a 
budget of only $152,000. 18 Part-time Officers, 
and the used cars acquired from the Wayne 
County Sheriffs Department, I appreciated 
all of the help I could get, in order to stay 
within my budget, (Statistical Data gathered 
by all agencies that worked in the township 
were processed and forwarded to the compu- 
ter in Lansing by the Agency writing the com- 
plaint). 

The Statistical Information is and has been 
available through the Computer section in 
Lansing 

Record Keeping: Three sets of Records 
were kept. 1.) the Original, 2.) A Copy of the 
Original, and 3.) A Cross Reference Index 
Card. The Original was kept in a binder in 
numerical order, the copy was filed by Com- 
plaint Classification and the cross reference 
file was maintained by the Police Secretary. 

I believe your article was misleading about 
the events of 1981 — I certainly cannot vouch 
for 1982

The outrage is that 
we probably can’t do anything to 
avert the pending holocaust. That 
could be me.

World War III. Quick exchanges 
of nuclear missiles. 

“The Day After.” 

It is clear that it can happen.

The leading roles have 
been determined. 

And now we’re waiting for the 
curtain to go up.

On audacity... and Streisand 


As I was Spring-cleaning 
my office the other day (yes, I 
know this is Fall), pulling 
three-year-old, once- 
important papers off of my 
bulletin board, I found under- 
neath one of them a long- 
forgotten message to myself: 

"Audacity may get you in 
the door, but skill finds you a 
seat.” 

I wrote that message to my- 
self years ago. when I was 
busy sending out sample 
chapters of a book I was writ- 
ing to only the biggest and the 
best New York publishers. I 
decided, on my own, without 
knowing anything about the 
publishing business — and 
without knowing another liv- 
ing soul who "wrote", that 
this book — my book — was 
very probably the blockbuster 
of they year — if not the cen- 
tury. 

In order to insure its proper 
place in the book world. I 
spent days composing the wit- 
tiest. most clever cover letter 
ever, and sent it along with my

ery (that I could write) came 
somewhat late in life, and 
since I wasn’t getting any 
younger (yes, I actually said 
that), desperate measures 
were needed to insure my 
proper place among the liter- 
ati before I kicked off. (Not 
those words exactly, but 
something equally idiotic.) 

When I got all five sets of 
sample chapters back from 
all five publishers (two sent 
rejection postcards, two sent 
one-or two-paragraph, hand- 
typed letters saying.

Miilage loss: 
Everyone’s loser 

EDITOR - 1 was appalled at 
the defeat of the miilage in 
Romulus. When are parents 
and other community mem- 
bers going to get their heads 
out of the sand and stop blam- 
ing just schools and teachers 
for the failure of children to 
meet educational expecta- 
tions. 

I think that we can all 
agree that poor teachers do 
not produce good students and 
that good teachers are more 
likely to have success in moti- 
vating students. Every school 
district has some very good 
teachers and unfortunately 
some very mediocre or poor 
ones. 

The Romulus school's staff 
is of just as high a quality as 
other Michigan districts. If we 
were to trade staffs with Gros- 
se Pointe the children in both 
places would continue to prog- 
ress just as they do now. 

What makes the difference 
than? Parents, social back- 
ground, parent and cultural 
expectations, family income, 
role models, baby sitters, 
school district finances, T V. 
time. There is multiple causa- 
tion, but who wants to blame 
themselves and shoulder their 
share of the guilt for low 
achievement. 

Kids who come from 
affluent communities have 
more advantages and wider 
experience from the moment 
they are born. They come 
from high achieving back- 
grounds and expectations are 
higher. Their peer group sup- 
ports them because they have 
similar backgrounds. Some 
capable adult(s) probably 
spend more time with them as 
infants. And there are many 
other advantages that accrue 
to them because of their eco- 
nomic status. All of this does 
not say that these children do 
not have other serious prob- 
lems in their lives, but they 
achieve in school. 

Children from lower income 
comnunities may have more 
limited experiences, espcially 
as infants and toddlers. They 
are often, out of necessity, en- 
trusted to a baby sitter for 
much of the day. The bady sit- 
ter may be an inexperienced 
teenager or an older adult who 
has not done a very good job of 
bringing up her/his own fami- 
ly. Parents return from work 
exhausted, with barely 
enough energy to put dinner 
on the table, straighten the 
house and relax for the 
evening. 

There is little time to play, 
love, assist with homework, 
impart values or supervise 
activities. The peer group ex- 
pectation and pressure is to- 
ward mediocrity or worse. 
Parenting skills are some- 
times lacking because of the 
parents own limited upbring- 
ing and/or education The 
child may seldom get beyond 
the confines of his own neigh- 
borhood. Many single parent 
homes exist. The list of cor- 
rectable disadvantages could 
go on and on 

Most often by the time a 
child enters kindergarten the 
pattern is already set for 
school achievement and atti- 
tude Our best chance to 
change that pattern is to pro- 
vide the best schools possible 
for the kids. That means a full 
six hour day of instruction as a 
minimum, reasonable class 
sizes, physical education, art 
and music offerings, libra- 
rians. modern equipment, 
new technology, field trips, af- 
ter school offerings, new text 
books — in other words adequ- 
ate financing 

Every citizen has a stake in 
educat ion . whet her or not t hey 
have children in school Let’s 
break the cycle of low achiev- 
ers producing low achievers. 
The schools are only one fac- 
tor but by giving educators 
needed resources they can do 
their part Parents and other 
citizens must also shoulder 
their responsibility in raising 
the achievement level of 
Romulus kids

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Safety first 


Precautions needed with battery 


Dead vehicle batteries are just 
as much a part of Michigan win- 
ters as sub-zero temperatures, 
snow and ice. The Michigan De- 
partment of Labor. Safety 
Education and Training Division 
reminds everyone that jumping 
a dead battery requires safety 
precautions to avoid serious in- 
juries due to explosions. The 
National Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness says nearly 
21,000 persons were injured by 
batteries in 1979. a 30 percent 
increase over the previous year. 

When jump-starting a vehicle 
the Safety Education and Train 
ing Division suggests these 
guidelines: 

BEFORE ATTACHING 


CABLES: 

• Put out all cigarettes and 
flames. A spark can ignite hyd- 
rogen gas fromthe battery 

• Make sure vehicles don't 
touch Set parking brakes and 
put automatic transmissions in 
park; manual transmissions in 
neutral; turn ignition off 

•Add battery water, if needed 
Replace caps, cover with damp 
cloth Don’t jump-start if fluid is 
frozen. 

•Do not Jump-start unless both 
batteries are the same voltage 
Batteries can be either 6-volt or 
12 volt Check owner s manual 

ATTACHING THE CABLES 
(done in order listed) 

1. Clamp one jumper cable to 


positive ( + ) pole of dead battery 
Then clamp cable s other end to 
positive ( + ) pole of good bat- 
tery 

2. At good battery, clamp 
second cable to negative ( - ) 
pole. Then clamp cable s other 
end to dead vehicles engine block 
on side away frombattery. 

3 Start vehicle with good 
battery — then start the dis- 
abled vehicle. 

4 Remove cable from engine 
block and other vehicle's nega- 
tive pole Then remove cable 
from positive poles. 

When jump-starting vehicles 
avoid standing between vehicles 
and be sure to stay a safe dis- 
tance from traffic

Lewis Kirk 

Who has the best barbequed ribs in the metropolitan Detroit area? Ask 
Lewis Kirk, and he'll proudly tell you it s his. 

Kirk, the owner of Kirk s Barbeque restaurants in Detroit and Inkster, 
admits: I tryout most of the sauces in the area, and I think 1 have the best 
His mastery of barbequing started in high school, when he began cooking 
ribs. That love — if I have a choice. I ll choose ribs; I’ve loved ribs all my 
life" — has led to 22 years in the restaurant business. 

“At one time we were cooking 4,000 pounds of ribs a week, Kirk explained 
That’s equal to about 400 hogs. " 

Married and the father of five , Kirk leaves the cooking at home to the rest of 
the family, except on holidays and when summer arrives. The family also 
shares in the business. They all work in the two restaurants, some between 
college classes. 

Kirk has a special recipe for his barbeque sauce, and this one he has 
supplied makes enough for approximately five slabs of ribs. Good sauce, 
though, requires a special touch with the ribs He recommends that all the fat 
be trimmed from the meat, and that they be cooked with the sauce at a fast 
pace. 

“Don’t slow cook them at all/’ 

Kirk’s Barbeque Sauce 

3 cups tomato paste 
1 cup barbeque spices 
6 tablespoons brown sugar 
3 tablespoons garlic salt 
3 tablespoons onion salt 

1 cup cider vinegar 

2 tablespoons ReaLemon juice 
2 tablespoons hot sauce 

1 Mix all the ingredients in a large saucepan. 8ring to a boil, stirring occasional- 
ly. Once the mixture has boiled it’s ready to use. 




Frank Pascarella 


Sometimes, mother really does know best ... in the case of Belleville City 
Manager Frank Pascarella. it seems to be true. 

Pascarella learned to cook, as did the rest of his family, from his “typically 
Italian" mother, who instructed her brood by example in the preparation and 
serving of good food 

Pascarella does some of the cooking at home and his wife, Joyce, and son 
Matthew, 19 months, are among his biggest culinary fans. Yes, my wife 
appreciates my cooking, but* Matthew will eat the plate." Pascarella noted 
with a smile. 

In addition to his Italian specialties, Pascarella confesses to being a great 
barbequer, and both he and his wife love to entertain They both attempt, he 
said, to provide the right kind of atmosphere for the serving of a meal to 
guests and Pascarella noted that the atmosphere includes the table setting, 
conversation, utensils and, of course, a good wine. 

To prove his skill in the kitchen, he offered his recipe for his mother's 
famous lasagne. 

Mama’s Lasagne 

Ingredients: 

3 lbs. ground beef 

1 cup minced white onion 
olive oil 

2 small cans Contadina Tomato Paste 
2 Tablespoons fresh or dried oregano 

1 package lasagne noodles, prepared as instructed on package 

2 cups (or more) ricotta cheese 
2 cups mozzerella cheese 
Pepperoni to taste 
Parmesan cheese 

Brown the ground beef in a skillet draining off all fats and oil Set aside. 
Saute the minced onion in a small amount of olive oil over medium heat 
until tender, then add the meat and two cans of tomato paste To this add 1 
tablespoon oregano and just enough water to provide a good, heavy consisten- 
cy. Cook and mix well. Remove from heat and set aside, adding another 
tablespoon of oregano as the flavor of this spice cooks away. 

In the bottom of a 9 x 13 pan. spread a small amount of the prepared meat 
sauce. Then add one even layer of the prepared noodles and cover with more 
sauce Top this with about I cup of crumbled ricotta cheese, and I cup of 
grated mozzerella cheese Then spread with thinly sliced pepperoni or spicy 
Italian sausage to taste 

Cover this with another layer of noodles and continue layering the ingre- 
dients until the pan is full. Sprinkle the top with parmesan cheese and bake in 
a 350 degree oven for 45 minutes.

Who's the best cook at Associated 
Newspapers? Hands down it has to be 
Chief Photographer Lothar Konietzko 
A native of East Prussia, the 
Wayne resident got his training as a 
boy 

“We were all boys at home, and we 
had to help mother, he explained 
My father was a forester, so we lived 
off our own harvest My mother had lo 
create all her meals herself. She 
raised her own herbs and spices; we 
raised our own pigs, chickens and 
cows, made our own sausage, smoked 
our own hams and fish.” 

When his mother was busy , Konietz- 
ko or one of his two brothers was there 
to help, like holding the bowl . while she 
mixed a cake batter. Of course, there 
were rewards like licking the bowl and 
wooden spoon when the mixing was 
done, or slipping a thumb into the bat- 
ter to sneak a taste. 

We learned by seeing what she put 
in and how she put it together,” 
Konietzko added 

His many years in his mother s 
kitchen paid off. when he became a 
forest ranger A bachelor, he had to do 
his own cooking. 

Having come from a forester fami- 
ly, it seems only natural his specialty 
would be venison. In fact, he readily 
admits, friends who have tasted his 
venison roast consider them the 
“best.” Even his 15-year-old son, 
Lothar. is a fan and asked for a venison 
roast for his birthday dinner Sunday. 

Konietzko. 52, has found his skills 
learned in childhood have come in 
handy as a bachelor, but he admits he 
still isn't fond of washing the dishes. 

We might have gotten to help 
mother in the kitchen, but we also had 
to wash the dishes and scrub the 
floors.” 

His recipe is for Pferfferkuchen 
calls for one special item rose water, 
which he says, can be purchased at 
Northside Pharmacy in Wayne. 


Pfefferkuchen 

Batter: 

500 g flour (17.6 oz.) 

300 g honey (10.6 oz.) 

150 g sugar (5.3 oz.) 

100 g butter (3.6 oz.) or margerine 
Va teaspoon salt 
Va teaspoon cinnamon (ground) 
y 2 teaspoon mace (east Indian) 

V 2 teaspoon gloves (ground) 

V 4 teaspoon cardamom 
y 2 teaspoon almond extract 
1 rum extract 

y 2 -1 cup of black coffee (V4 cup 
and more if needed) 

113 g candied citron, orange or 
lemon peel (4 oz.) 

1 egg (or two) 

y 2 teaspoon double acting baking 
powder 

1 cup shelled almonds or walnut 
halves 

100 g or 150 g confectionery 
sugar soaked in rose water or rum. 

Warm honey, mix in sugar and but 
ter. Add coffee and mix well Let ev- 
erything cool. 

Sift flour and add baking powder 
with spices into a large bowl Deepen 


the center of the flour and add the egg , 
honey and sugar mixture. Slowly stir- 
ing with wooden spoon in the center of 
the bowl, always mixing in some of the 
flour with it until batter is smooth If 
batter is too thick, add some more 
black coffee. 

Add citron (chopped) into batter 
Spread batter about 1 - inch thick onto 
cookie sheet 12 x 8 Don't forget to coat 
cookie sheet with spray or other fat. 
Preheat oven to 400 degrees and bake 
about 12 to 15 minutes until Pfeffer- 


kuchen is firm to touch 

After you take cake out of the oven, 
while it is still warm, add the icing of 
confectioner’s sugar and rosewater. If 
you cannot get rose water use rum or 
lemon with powdered sugar Decorate 
the Pfefferkuchen with almonds or 

walnut halves and later cut the cake in 
2-inch squares, keeping the almond or 
walnut in the center of the cookie. 
Keeps from 6 to 10 months stored in 
tins.

3 green peppers, seeded and chopped 
1 large Spanish onion, chopped 

12 ozs. fresh mushrooms, sliced 
1 red bell papper (in season), chopped 
Mix eggs with milk and set aside. In a large skillet cook sausage on high 
heat until done. Drain off grease. Reduce to medium heat and add peppers, 
onions and mushrooms, (two hot finger peppers, chopped, can also be added 
for taste.)

1. Season the fish fillets with salt (to taste) 

2. Brush the flesh side of the fish with olive oil 

3. Place on baking sheet skin side down 

4. Place ‘A cup of topping mixture evenly over the top of the bish 

5. Drizzle a little oil over top of the crumbs 

6. Bake in a preheated 450° oven for approximately 8 minutes or until done.
